Retirement Of Helen Wills 


Moody From Tennis Opens 


Chances For Many. 


BY ALAN GOULD 


The retirement of Helen Wills 


Moody from tennis competition, at 
least for 1934 and possibly, for good, 
not only leaves the field wide open 
next year but marks the climax of 
perhaps as remarkable a career as 
we have ever had in sports, by man 
or woman. 


Over a period of ten years the 


Californian, before and after her 
marriage to Frederick S. Moody, Jr., 
was not beaten in an American sin- 
gles 
championship 
tournament. 


True, she did not compete annually 
without interruption. Illness twice 
kept her from the lists at Forest 
Mills prior to the circumstances 
which brought about her default 
last summer. But she nevertheless 
was completely dominant. 


Since.. 1924, Mrs. Moody has met 


with only one real setback on Euro- 
pean courts. That transpired in a 
special match on the Riviera in the 
winter of 1926 against Suzanne 
Lenglen. The famous French girl 
won in straight sets, 6-3, 3-6. It 
may seem like so much flag-waving 
to say that Lenglen was favored by 
the circumstances of this encounter, 
also that it came before the Ameri- 
can girl was at the full power of 
her game and experience. The fact 
is, however, that many observers 
feel Mrs. Moody in her prime, from 
1927 
to 1.932, inclusive, would have 


been more thaaa match for Lenglen 
or any other woman tennis player 
who ever reached the top 


The point is that for the better 


part of ten consecutive years, at 
home or abroad, Mrs. Moody was so 
far above most of her rivals that 
her tournament progresses became 
almost monotonously successful. In 
six years she did not lose so much 
as a. single set at home or abroad. 
In no other sport, except for some- 
thing like the long sway Jay Gould 
sustaned in court tennis, has there 
been any greater coasistency of in- 
dividual performance.

There are four separate signal 


disks on the faces of the signal 
clock. A double pointer had moves 
around the signal face, ticking off 
each second. As the hand reaches 
a red segment on the clock's face, 
traffic stops while the pointer slow- 
ly moves around toward the green. 


On all the disks the red-segments 


are larger than the green so that 
the lour pointers, at certain times, 
are all on red. causing a pause in all 
traffic at the intersection.

As I look back upon all the years I spent in gaining a so-called edu- 
j cation, in High School and College. I am thankful for the stim ulation th a t 
I ii gave to what intellectual faculties I possess, yet I m ust confess th a t my 
j real education has come about wholly through observation, experience 
and independent thought. 
Textbooks carmot teach or tell a man how to succeed. 
T h at m ust 
be a m atter of the will and desire. 
A very great engineer once told me 
th a t he had attained his high position by wanting to be pre-em inent so 
madly “that it hu rt!” 
No one else but ourselves can make a success out of us. 
We can 
study the rules th at others have found useful and successful, but we m ust 
adapt them to our own order of thinking and resolves. 
We m ust look 
about us. We must observe all the forces th at enter life and w hich touch 
us by influencing others. We m ust own an alert eye and an open mind 
to come to our rescue in times of im portant decisions.

! m ated at $65,000.

* these fires the com m onwealth paid 
! in labor charges $36.388. 
Although fewer fires burned in 
the state in several previous years. 
at no time since tile bureau of for­ 
est protection was created in the 
; departm ent as a result of legsla- 
I tion in 1933 has the area burned 
i and the damage been so low 
j 
The record for the year was at- 
' tributed by W irt to b etter training 
and organization on th e part of 
the state’s 4000 forest fire wardens 
and to favorable w eather conditions, 
including prolonged rains, high hu­ 
midity, and low winds, during some 
of the dangerous fire periods. 
“Although the 20,000 members of 
the civilian conservation corps in 
Pennsylvania were prepared to fight 


forest fire upon call, they actually 
assisted in the extinction of less 
than 5 per cent of all the fires th a t 
burned in the state,” said Wirt. 
“The forest workers are to be 
commended for their care with fire 
in the woods. 
Many of the boys 
were sent into the forest from the 
cities where they had never learned 
the necessity for being careful with 
fire and smoking m aterials. 
It is 
to their credit th a t not one se­ 
rious woods blaze 
resulted 
from 
emergency conservation 
work 
or 
from personal use of fire by any of 
the workers.”
